Deloitte explains 
town audit plan 


Trevor Ferguson of Deloitte 
outlined the accounting 
company's audit plan for 
Pelham's municipal audit at 


last Monday. 

In December, Deloitte 
was awarded a contract to 
continue as the town's auditor 
for the next five years. It 
outbid two other firms in a 
tendering process. The town 
will pay $36,000 for its 2016 
audit, climbing to $39,000 for 
2020. 

Ferguson touched on the 
company's role in examining 
financial statements, looking 
for areas of risk, checking 
revenue streams and looking 
for possible fraud. 

He also explained how the 
company would report to

Kinder surprise at jail includes marijuana

Most people wantto get out 
of jail, so when a man turned 
himself in for breaching a 
termof an earlier court order, 
staff at Niagara Detention 
Centre became suspicious. 

Turns out they had good 
reason to be, and Mackenzie 
Watson, 23, has earned him¬ 
self a two-year sentence in 
the penitentiary. 

Watson appeared Tuesday 
in Ontario Court of Justice 


of Judge Tory Colvin and 
pleaded guilty to posses¬ 
sion of crystal meth for the 
purpose of trafficking. The 
offence took place Oct. 23, 
2016. 

Federal prosecutor Darren 
Anger said Watson turned 
himself in for breaching 
the term of an earlier court 
order that prohibited him 
from drinking alcohol. He 
was remanded in custody, 
but staff at the detention 
centre were wondering why 


anyone would want to turn 
themselves in. So Watson 
was placed in a cell and soon 
came a confession he had 
concealed drugs in his rec¬ 
tum. A quantity of crystal 
meth was found and several 
Kinder egg containers were 
discovered to contain a quan¬ 
tity of marijuana. 

Anger said the minimum 
sentence for anyone trying 
to smuggle drugs into a jail 
is two years. 

“He said he was doing this 
as a favour for other people 


who were in dorm C, but he 
didn’t say who,” he said. 

Defence lawyer David Kerr 
said his client was prepared 
to start his sentence imme¬ 
diately and that he wanted to 
serve his time in the federal 
system so that he could con- 

Colvin sentenced Watson 
to two years in jail followed 
by aweapons prohibitionfor 
10 years. He was also ordered 
to provide a sample of his 
DNA to the authorities.
